AFTER MANY DAYS OF DEBATE 


Tlie Bill Carries a Direct Appropria- 


tion of §12,000,000 and Provides 


for Continuous Contracts.

iiarbor appropriation, bill was passed by 
the senate today after nil unusually 
stormy experience lasting many days. 
As finally passed the bill makes direct 
appropriations of $12,000,000, and au- 
thorizes continuing contracts of $64,- 
000,000, an aggregate of about $76,000,- 
000. 


Frye, chairman of the commerce com- 


mittee, closed the debate on the bill by 
a statement showing the remarkable de- 
velopment of American commetce and 
the conaequeutdccreaainK of the Weight 
ratea. 


The Dill was taken up aa Boon as tbe 


senate convened today, the atrreement 
being that the final vote be taken at 3 
p.m. 
The pending question was Gor- 


man's amend man t directing the secre- 
tary of war to ao apportion contract ap- 
propriations that not more than $10,- 
000,000 be expended on contracts in any 
one year. 


Voat opposed the Gorman amend- 


ment, declaring that it would permit the 
aecretary of war to nullify the river and 
harbor bill and to substitute his opin- 
ion in lieu of that of congress. He did 
not believe there would be a partisan in 
the chamber who would Rive such auto- 
cratic power to a cabinet oilicer. He 
had never known a secretary of war to 
whom he would extend such vaat power. 
While he waa a Democrat and knew the 
expenditures would be made by Demo- 
cratic offlciule up to March 3d, yet that 
waa not a factor to consider aa he op- 
posed any such abdication of power by 
congress and its transfer to one offi- 
cial. 


Gorman insisted that there was no ab- 


dication of power, but merely a limita- 
tation of the power of the secretary of 
war BO that not more than $10,000,000 
would be spent annually. It was a neat 
provision, aaid Gorman, in view of the 
fact that "this is the first time in tho 
history of tho government that we have 
gone into the wholesale business of au» 
thorixiny contracts." 


If he were secretary of war, said Gor- 


man, lie would apply tlio rule suggested 
bv Sherman of not obligating the uov- 
efnment for one dollarof these contracts 
until congress made provision for tho 
revenues to meet them. This amend- 
ment waa merely a caution to our exec- 
utive ollicer that in view of onr condi- 
tion lie must not spend more than $10,- 
000,000 a year. The senator expressed 
hla appreciation of the river and harbor 
bill— tbe most important of thu appro- 
priation 
bille— but this amendment 


would permit ample expenditures with 
proper limitations. 


In reply to n suggestion o£ Mr. White, 


Democrat of California, that tho secre- 
tary of war had already shown a dispo- 
sition to restrict river and harbor work, 
Gorman took occasion to express hia 
high personal regard for the present sec- 
retary of war, but the senator felt be 
could not conscientiously nive his vote 
to a measure that would "put it in the 
power of one man to spend money that 
the government does not possess." 


Tlie dubatu took a wide range under 


the five minute rule, which had buon 
agreed on. 


The amendment by tirny was accepted, 


making the 1 10,000,000 restriction apply 
Gpecilkally to contracts and not to direct 
appronriiitions. 


Allison proposed an amendment fix- 


ing the limitation on contract expendi- 
tures at $1^,000,000 annually. 
, 


Veat rnovod to table the Gorman 


proposition and all amendments, which 
motion prevailed, yens -10, nays 23. 


Lindsay, Democrat of Kentucky, of- 


forod an amendment, rlirfictintr tho sec- 
retary of war to adjust contracts so that 
not more than UO per cant of any one 
Appropriation would be expended in 
any one year. 


The bill waa about to bo put on ita 


iinal passage wnen Frye naked fifteen 
minutes to answer criticisms that had 
been made on the bill. Tho senator 
spoke with great animation and waa 
listened to with much attention. Never 
before, Frye eaid, hud there been such 
unanimous demand for river and harbor 
improvementa as there had been this 
year. It had come from all sections. It 
has been the demand of the American 
people and in response to this demand 
the bill waa presented. The bill was 
then put on ita passage. 


Smith of New Jersey demanded the 


yeaa and naye. 


On the roll call the bill was paased, 


yeas 57, nays 0. 


The chair named Senators Frye, Quay 


and Vest conferees on the river and 
harbor bill. Bills were passed aa fol- 
lawa : 


Amending the act granting pensions 


to survivors of Indian wars, so as to in- 
clude the survivors of the Fever river 
war, the California Indian disturbances 
of 1851-52, and the Indian ware of 
Utah, Oregon and Washington; mak- 
ing one year's residence in a territory 
sufficient for a divorce, and for the con- 
struction of a bridno over the Mississippi 
river at S. Louis. 


At 0 o'clock tho senate adjourned.

WASHINGTON, May 13.— Tho house 


after 
one of, the 
hardest 
fought 


parliamentary 
battles of tlie^ session 


which continued almost until 9 o'clock 
tonight, recommitted the contested elec- 
tion cnse of Hinaker vs. Downing, from 
the Sixteenth Illinois district to the 
committee on elections, with instruc- 
tions to count the ballots in dispute. 
The vote stood 139 to .15. 


The supporters of tho majority report 


to unseat Downing, Democrat, and seat 
the contestant, realized that the disaf- 
fection on their side waa so strong that 
the minority report would probably be 
adopted and they inaugurated a sys- 
tematic filibuster to gain litre to rally 
their forces. The firat teat of strength 
on a motion to adjourn, % to 139, con- 
firmed their suspicions, but they fought 
valiantly to the end, and went down m 
the last ditch after staving off tho final 
action for four hours. The speaker gave 
them considerable leeway nt the begin- 
ning of the fight, but toward the end lie 
declined to tolerate dilatory tactica. As 
a last resort many of the supporters ol 
the majority refused to vote, hut the 
speaker counted them and the Demo 
crats and dissenting Republicans scored 
their victory.

They are Oharloa Barnett and William 
"jeavitt. Aa cabled to tho Associated 
*ress on Monday .they were brought ho re 
iom B:\liifl Honda, having been i-ap- 
,ured in Piimr del Uio after they had 
amltid. They are citizens of the United 
Hates and no no tilled Consul General 
Williams. Thoy alao informed the con- 
sul gfinoml thut they wore untmiiL'd 
w ion captured. 


Consul General Williams has, in con- 


sequence, pioseuted their claim, a« n-g- 
u arly made inlauch cusus, that tho men 
shall be tried by the ordinary civil 
court and not by court martial, accord- 
ing to tho rights guaranteed to citi/uns 
of the United States by treaty. The 
case of these two men differ from the 
cases of the five other captives only in- 
ismuch ae they had landed in Cuba 
before being captured, and ao have a 
clearer title to civil trial as being real- 
dents of Cuba, as technically provided 
in the treaty guarantee. It was on the 
iround of non-residence that the au- 
thorities at first denied a civil trial to 
the men captured on board the Com- 
petitor, fn view of these facts it is not 
axpected that any dilliculty will be 
made about according Barnett and 
Leavitt a civil trial.

he Scientific Road Nearing 


Completion. 


UNNIIW LEVELS FOR DITCHES 


ouiity Surveyor Hoxie Suggests an 


Imnrovca Sprlnklluer Cart—A 


Saviiijf of Power. 


The sprinklers are now at work on 
e scientific road east of the Lone 
ee, and the dust ie already under 
ntrol. The water flows iu the ditch 
nstructed for that purpose along the 
de of the.road. The pipe carrying the 
ater across Fancher creek, under the 
id of tho stream, has been put in. Tho 
irinkler now .at work operates over 
bout four miles of the road, and makes 
wo round trips a day, thus traveling 
xteen miles and sprinkling the road 
ur times. The iaadway for the four 
iles now being sprinkled is thirty-two 
et' wide, and the machine lifts the 
titer from the ditch and spreads it over 
e road very nicely. 
From the Lone Tree to the city "limits, 
distance of three miles, the road is not 
uite completed; but a couple of sprink- 
ug carts are at work on it, taking 
heir water from eland-pipee supplied 
f centrifugal pumps. .Tnis is only a 
mporary arrangement to keep the road 
om cutting up till the regular sprink- 
rs can be put on. 
The road from the county hospital to 
resno is fifty feet wide, not including a 
jace left for a bicycle path on the south 
de and the street car track and two 
tchea on each side. The bicycle path 
ill not bo finished at present because 
ie main road will be BO fine that an 
xtra path would bo an unnecessary luk- 
ry. The avenue from aide to side is 
ear eighty feet, counting ditches, side 
ath, car track and all, and when in the 
xcellent condition proposed it will be 
ie of the Hues t in the state. 
The roadway being fifty feet in width 
is too broad to be Sprinkled from one 
teh, and thie was the reason for hav- 
g one on each side. County Surveyor 
osio was at work yesterday running 
e levels for the ditches. When they 
e completed the road will be done, 
nly a few days more will be necessary 
accomplish that. 
Mr. Hoxie hJiH taken great pride in 
ie scientific road, and has watched ev- 
y detail with no lees care than Supur- 
sora Sayre and Wicbersham, who 
ave built the road. It waa n rather 
old undertaking with a low road fund, 
ut with aeveral substantial subflcrin- 
nns from private parties living along 
ie road—Home exceeding $300—and 
ireful calculations and expenditures, 
ie road has been made; and.it is there 
r all time, provided it ia properly 
ken care of. 
Mr. Hoxie is figuring on an improved 
prinkling cart which will require lees 
ower. He considers that much energy 
wasted in lifting water into the high 
nk perched upon a wagon which is 
uch higher than is necessary. About 
ne-half tho power used to draw the 
art and do the sprinkling is wasted in 
riainir water to an unnecessary height. 
>. Hoxie IB satisfied that a wagon with 
tank very low, perhaps only two or 


hree feet above the ground, will do tho 
ork as well and much more cheaply.

Good 
banking is trood testifying. Good Cbrie- 
tianity is good testimony at tbe polls. 
You never eaw a policeman work him- 
self to death. He doea not need to do 
so; but we wnut him at his poat, ready 
to etop the runaway lioreo, to face'the 
mob or shoot tho llecing burglar— 
whether that burglar be a member of 
the city council or president of the 
county central committee.
